Debt and Duty. 

It was, perhaps, soaroelyto.be vonder- 
ed at thftt the somewhat sombre finanoinl 
Bhowincc of the new Minister of Fiuanoo 
■hould have led even friends to conclu- 
■ions nnjaat to Ganada. It can surprise 
no one to find onemios seizing upon Jlr. 
Oartwright's picture. Amongst tlie for- 
mer may bo cltissodtho London L'conomist; 
and wo find it, with no dosiro to do Cana- 
da in justico -ffo nro quite sure, baaing on 
the Fiuftnoo Minister's exhibit nn article 
but too well calculated to place the Do- 
minion in an unfavorable jjoaition in 
, homo money ciroloa. To that article Sir 
John Eose replied, at considerable length 
and, as was to have been expected, with 
marked ability and effect. There are.per- 
baps, few men on either side of the At- 
> lantio bettor entitled to a hearing upon 
_> the snbject, and there can be little doubt 
that the letter will have averted any ill 
consoquoncGS that might othorwiso have 
resulted from the very natural and oxcu- 
■able error into which the Economist had 
fallen— that of adopting in all its sombre 
hues the Finance Minister's jiicturo. It 
is to the letter, rather than the article, 
that we would direct attention for a little. 
The total debt of Canada, in round tiguros 
after deducting cash assets and sinking 
fand, is about ninety millions, or equal 
to about $27 per head to the population, 
involving an annual charge of less than 
flvs shillings per head. This debt is 
less per ^head than that of any other 
Colony, and only about one-eixth of that 
of the State of Now York. It ia empha- 
tically deniad that the past policy of Ca- 
nada in reference to public works has 
either been rash or inconsiderate, or the 
works nnpreductivo. By the construc- 
tion of costly canals, she has created the 
finest inland water communication in the 
world. Ships of 4:, 000 tons can now as- 
cend on« thousand miles from the ocean, 
and from thence vessels of 400 tons peno- 
. trata to the heart of the continent, two 
tboTimnd three hundred miles from ocean. 
Sha has erected and maintains more than 
three hundred light houses along a sea- 
ooast of three thousand miles, free to the 
•hipping of the world. She has construc- 
ted harbors, deepened rivers, and provi- 
ded other moans of floating from her cen- 
tre to the sea enormous forest wealth; 
subsidized and constructed railways, of 
which over 4,000 miles are in actual op- 
eration; built wharves, bridges, some of 
them triumphs of skill and enterprise. 
It is to such useful and reproductive 
works as these that more than two-thirds 
($62,000,000,) of the public debt must be 
attributed. And who will venture to 
question the goodness of the investment? 
Are they not the true cause of her great- 
nesa as a zaaritime aud carrying power? 
It is through such gigantic enterprises 
that the volume of her trade has swelled 
from seventy-six millious in 18G1 to two 
hundred and forty millions in 1873, em- 
ploying a tonnage of nearly fourteen mill- 
ions. Her exports have increased 56 per 
cant, in six years, and in ten her imports 
of British manufactures have risen from 
twenty millions to forty. Sho owns about 
ten thousand vessels, having a registered 
tonnage of over a million and a half. Sho 
emploj 8 ninety thousand men in fisiieries, 
yielding ton millions annually. Her 
magnificent canal system draws through 
the St. Lawrence an export trade from 
the Western States already amounting to 
elose upon thirteen millions of dollars a 
year, and about to be enormously increas- 
ed by the stupendous improvements and 
enlargements now in progress. The un- 
developed resources of Canada arc im- 
menso, and nuiiit not lie fallow; and if a 
considerable dabt has been piled up and 
txiiling fresh taxation resorted to in or- 
der to accomplish the yet greater 
reRults of the future it is something to be 
proud of, instead of to mourn over. Sure- 
ly Canada deserves not to bo reproaohoil 
for assuming hor share in tho gruat ivork 
of empir«. "As regards Briti;;li Colum- 
bia," writes Sir John ItoHO, '"I v(!iitiu-o to 
' ''think, in view of t he pos.siblo coiiseqiicncos 
xesulting from its isolation, and the risk 
to England of losing a foothold on tho 
Pacific, that its incorporation with Cana- 
da was as mneh a matter of Imperial as of 
Colonial ooncuru." Tho Economist is re- 
minded that ovon the rinance Jlini.stor 
admitted tliat witli tho slight additional 
taxation not only would the neccssitios of 
the fiscal year be met, but it might rea- 
conably be ezpeoted that no further in- 
crease would be necessary, as the grow- 
ing wants of tho country would not out- 
run its increasing roveuuo. That portion 
of her ravoiiuo derivable from excise and 
other internal sources has risini from 
5300,000 in 1861 to over ^J5, 000, 000. in 
1872. Surely, in view of such facts as 
these sind mauv others that might be add- 
ed, none but the most superficial could 
doubt the soundnoBS of Canada'.s flijnncial 
.position or certainty of lior onward 
'.march in tho race of prosperous national 
',\vsxt\»TXOe, To deory the character and 
' seek to lower the status of one's country 
in surely amongst the maaenst, tho moat 
oontemptible of party tactioa. Lot poli- 
oal parties seek to rival each other in the 
goodness of their measures; but ho who 
would deliberately injuro tho oroilit of 
his country in order to injure a political 
opponent cannot claim to bo regarded as 
a patriot/ 



Misrepresentation- 

Editor Colnisx.— WoU might Dr. Tol- 
mio say that your local contemporary's 
cause must be a bad one wheu it Imdu a 
resort to such gross misrepresentation ne- 
cessary. It would seem to stick at no- 
thing. Tho more glaring the falsehood 
tho bettor. But what opinion can the or- 
gan have formed of tho intolligeuco and 
senao of fairness of tho people of Eritish 
Columbia, more particularly of tho Main- 
land, when it hazards such glaring mis- 
statements roapeoting Mr. Mackonzio's 
railway policy ? — a policy, by tho way, 
which both it and its master aocopted 
long ago as greatly superior to tlitit of tho 
Macdonald Administration. Every read- 
ing man knows that Mr. Maoken7.ip has 
all along announced his willingness to 
commence railway construction on the 
Mainland as soon as the surveys could bo 
completed, and the line of route settled ; 
and in addition to that he expressed, 
through Mr. Edgar, willingness to com- 
mence the nork of railway construction 
on tho eastern side of the Cascades, in 
order to nfl'ord an immediate market for 
the ijroduce of that part. The people of 
the Mainland know and understand all 
this; and, knowing it, theyare not in any 
great danger of being gulled either by the 
organ or by any peripatetic spoutors that 
may bo sent from Victoria. Tho motives 
which guide the i5on of j-ourcontc.mpora- 
ry are too apparont. l\Ir. Mackenzie was 
everything that was goo J and his railway 
policy evarjrthing that was desirable up 
to the time u certain ambitious gentle- 
man learned that he couldn't be taken 
into the Dominion Cabinet. From that 
moment ovorything changod color. Why, 
Mr. Mackenzie's railway policy of tlio 
present is very much more favorable than 
that foreshadowed last winter; and yet 
your contemporary not only accepted tho 
latter, but appealed to the constituencies 
throughout the country to send men to 
Ottawa pledged to accept it and givo a 
hearty support to Mr. Mackenzie! If tho 
railway policy of the present Administra- 
tion has changed it has been for the bet- 
ter. How is it that your contemporary 
condemns the better, after having approv- 
ed the worse ? People are not all fools. 
They can put this and that together and 
draw their own eonoluaions.

Tbo steamer Ottor with tlio following 
passengers arrived last ovouing from Foit 
Wrangol: Messrs, Toniiiiiit, Smith and 
Benneklrom Forf WiauKel, A. W. Hu- 
Bou from Alort Buy, J. Orr froui Skoen*, 
and forty-eight iu tlie stoerage. 
' The Otter leftTictoria 6 a.m. June 27; 
touohed at Nanaimo, Alert Bay and Bella 
Bolla; roiuainoi-l thrao hours off tho en- 
traaco to Gariliiior's C:iii;il to diiicburgi) 
freight for Kitimat I'l-unk; touohed at 
Woodcock's Liuuliu}^; lauded Mr. Crosby 
off Fort Simpson; -weut alow for 4. hours 
before reaoking Wraugol uud anchored lU 
that place 5 a.m., July 1st. 

Mr. Johnston, mail contractor, and Blr. 
Sylvester, expre-isman, were both thaie. 
The stoamor lioi)o cniuo alongside tlio 
Otter to rocoivo I'roight and m\il(i.s niid 
left for Stokiu Uivor fit daylight 'Jd July. 
Mr. Sylvester weut u\> on the Hope -with 
Barnard's Express; Mr. Johnston remain- 
ed at Wrangel to await tha arrival of the 
Oftlifornia. Left Wrangel nt noon on tho 
2d July; touohed, to diHcharge and re- 
coivo freight, nt Fort Hinipson, Wood- 
■eSftk's Landing, Jiulla lioUa, Fort Rupert 
and Alort Bay ; cnalod at Nanaiuio and 
roauhod Victoria at (J p.m. last oviuiing. 

Mr. Blwyn, purser of tho Ottor, has 
kindly furnished the following informa- 
tion: 

Mr. Crosby was vory well reecived by 
tho Indians at Fort Simpson, and at a 
meeting held tho day nfter his arrival the 
sum of $o60 was subscribed.almost entire- 
ly by them, towards tho erection of a 
church and residence. 

On the down trip took on board a partpr 
of Chinamen at Fort Simpson, one of their 
number having bien murdered by an In- 
dian. It ajipoars the Chinamen were en- 
camijed for prospecting purpo.ses ou tho 
Naas rivor; during tho night two sacks of 
flour were stolen without disturbiuc; them, 
but an Indian returning for a third sack 
troke np one of the Chinamen, who or. 
dared the Indian to go away; instead, 
howerer, of obeying the order ho pulled 
out a revolver and .shot the Chinaman. 
The Indiaa has been given up to Mr. 
TomlinsOD by the Naas tribe, and just as 
the Otter was leaving Woodcock's Laiul- 
ing a oauoe arrived for constable Brown 
to take charge of the murderer. 

The news from the mines is of a satis- 
factory, but not at all of an exciting ua- 
turo. There can bo no quastion but tlmt 
■J)aase and Thiborts Creeks will yield a 
greiit quantity of gold between now and 
the euQ of tho season. So far very little 
dust has been taken out, but tho reasons 
why such is the case are perfectly intel- 
ligible: Many of the best claims have 
been in litigation, and, of course all work 
was suspended until tlio ijuoation as to 
ownership was settled; again, high wiv- 
.tee stopped ovorythiny, and tharo has 
hardly yet been time siuco to open up tho 
ground 80 as to work to advantage. II is 
almost as certain os anything can be in 
gold mining that the two creeks discovor- 
od last year will he good mining comp.s 
for tho next two seasons; but there aro al- 
ready moro men in Cassiar than paying 
claims {known) for them to work. Tho 
population is about twelve hundred, and 
of these, probably, four hundred are out 
prospocting, so tho tho country will get a 
pretty good overhauling between now and 
tho end of September. Ifowevor sanguine 
one may bo with rog.trd to tiio result of 
this prospecting, it is folly to ignore tho 
fact that up to the lust advices no paying 
creek has been discovered this year. 

"Tlio Cassiar wail in charge of Mr. 
Johnston arrived at Wrangel two days bo- 
fore the Ottor; but the instructions eont 
to the Postmaster there, (Mr. W.H. Lear) 
do not admit of his giving tlie mail to any 
boat but the California. This seems to 
be a little rough on the people of Victor- 
ia, who will now have to wait ten days for 
letters which ought to bo down now, but 
at any rate the Oltar could do no more 
than offer to l))-iug tho mails down with- 
out charge. Mr. Johuston folt himself 
justified in forwarding liis way letters, and 
the Otter also brought down an exproaa 
fot F. J. Barnard & Co.

IJoach, replaced the 
rails ju,-it before the rear truck of tbo last 
car hail passcul the sv.'iteli, ooiiMO(juoiitly , 
tbo train bumped along witli tlio truck 
off the track for a short distance, until tho 
trestle-work bridge over tbo Salt Marsh 
was reached when tbo rear oar rolled oil' 
tho bridge down 1 5 feet to the meadow 
bolow, draggiiif; witli it all tho rest of tho 
train, except tho locomotive and toiulor 
cars, which were badly damaged. Super- 
intendent Wileos, who was in tho bag- 
gage car, as soon as ho felt the jolting of 
tho roar ear on the tiers jumped for the 
boll-rope, rung the bell and then jumped 
out of {lie side door into tlfO marsh, The 
oar iinmudiately followed, foil ou hiin and 
broke his nock. Ono hundred and seven 
persons received injuries, but most of 
them wore not of a serious character. 
Thoro are two or tlu'oo whose cases aro 
critical. Tbe Coroner's jury rendered a 
verdict that Superintendent Wiloos caino 
to his death by reason of a careless act of 
Btation-master Beach.

Afliu' iiiiiny Hliots had lieen fireii 
at tlioni, ono Wi'.s struck dead by tlio com- 
iiiaudor, and tbe ulher was aliorl ly after- 
ward d ispatcdieil !. V a ))iill"l fi-eiii a Sni- 
der. The sLcaiaor tlieu apiiroaclu'd the 
liank, and the lions, or rather liouossess, 
for Hindi tliey provml to bo, woro tahon 
on board. Abiait ten minutos later a 
largo inalo lion was observed orouching 
dowu on a sjiviU tvaot of gvound.surrQuu- 
dod with water, and waving his tail, per- 
haps as a signal of distress. On being 
fired at ho gave a trnmeudous roar, and, 
with his iiKiiie Ktiindmg on end, advanced 
to charge the ship, wlioua frosli volley 
laid him low. He, ton, was oarriod on 
board, when thoroughly de.ad, and hisdi-

Tli^ Pope's IlluesS' 

EoJiltJ, Italy, May 27, 1873— The Pope's 
illness and the Ministerial crisis have 
been tho groat sensations during the laai; 
days of tho past week. On Saturday night 
it was rc))orted that his Holiness was 
dead. On Sunday evening a gcntlemuu 
wlio is good uutliority for Vatican news, 
called to see mo, 

"I've startling information for you" 
wore his lirst words after entering. 

"Is the.Holy Father dead?" I exolaim- 

' Ohno! Tho Pope is quite cheerful 
this evening, and almost over his little 
colpo d'ariit. But na I passed tho Monto 
Citorio, I heard that the Registry Law is 
defeated, and that the Ministry have re- 
signed." 

Tho next morning's OpiitfoMe was anx- 
iously looked for by me. From itllearn- 

od that tho Ministry had indeed been de- 
feated and had resigned, but that 
the King had refused to accept 
their resignation. His illness had boon 
greatly nxaggeratcd. Ono of tbo warm 
days of last week his Holiness had impru- 
dently lightened the flannel he wears. He 
took a walk in tho garden of the Vatican ; 
when he roturned to tho Palazzo his at- 
tendants noglecti.'d to have his mantle rea- 
lly to throw over him. The cool air of 
the stairways .md lialls cheeked tlio per- 
spiration too suddenly; tho next day he 
bad what tbe Italians call a calpo tParia, 
literally a blow from the air— a most ox- 
[irossive jiliraso. It brought on his old 
Ininbago in a slight form, and, to prevent 
any further ineonvenioneo, as tho weather 
was so risky, tlin [iliysicuans recommend- 
od tliat tlio ven(!rable Pontiff should ro- 
inaiu iu bed, which he did. The winter 
and spring in Rome, this year, havo been 
very trying, ospocjally to old parsons. 
The Italians cnll tho season a severe ono, 
but, after all, it lias been no worse than our 
keon, wet Novombor weather nt homo. 
Still, as lli8 eliinate is naturally soft and 
to some constitutionsdcbilitating, and bo- 
sides, as our apartments areuot construct- 
ed for tho lighost cold weatiior, it is no 
wonder all of us have felt this unnsual 
season sensibly, Tt has tested tho armor 
of onr health pretty sharidy; shown us 
many a littlo weak Ihiw. Many an old 
bronchial cough and noho and p«»in whiph 
havo laindoriuaHt for years, and so quiet- 
ly that wo had almost forgotten that they 
ever existed, have cropjied out again in 
full force. Here we aro on a lintel of June 
and havo bad no Spriug. WUep tlio 
warni we((tlier oorqes it will be sudden 
and violont, every ono aa^'s. Tho mercaiiti 
di ampiu/nu aro groaning over the con- 
tinued rain. Tho cold weather gave pro- 
mise of a flno wheat harvest, but this wet 
weather ss perilous to their hopes. — Corr 
Philadelphia Bulletin. 

Tho Duke's Littlo Tartar. 



It appears that the Queen, in going out 
driving tho first time that the Duohess of 
Edinburgh acoompauied her, placed, as 
usual, tho Princess of Wales beside hor, 
•n the back seat, so that tho Duchess and 
her spouse wore forced to sit opposite, 
with thoir backs to the horses, which was 
all very well for the Uuko, be being a man 
and iu his mother's oarriago, but the 
proud and petted daughter of the Czar 
of all the Russias had no idea of being 
made to yield the first place to nnj'one. 
Ou her return from the drive, therefore, 
she informed (Jueen Victoria that she had 
never bcoupied tho front seat iu a carriage 
boforo and that she would not submit to 
be placed thoro again. Tho Queen re- 
minded the irate Duchess that the Prin- 
cess of Wales, as the wife of the heir to 
the Crown and tho future Cbieon of Eng- 
land, was, of conr oniitle ' to take jive- 
cedcnco over the wrin of her second son, 
and that, moreover, the Princess Beatrice 
as an unmarried English Princess, still 
under tho iuimediute protection of tho 
Queen, was also entitled to take prece- 
dence over any other of the female mem- 
bora of the Ikoyal Family. "Ronierabor 
that I am tiio dau^fliler of the Ri-oatoat 
sovereign on earth — of theO/.ar of liussial " 
cried the indignant young lady. To this 
tho (Jueen responded, "I acknowledge no 
earthly sovereign QS my superior." So 
there tho matter rests, aud the Duchess 
of Edinburgh was not present at the 
Queen's last drawi:igroom, o.itonsibly on 
account of illness. I hear that tho high- 
spirited young Princess is, iinliko her 
brothers, not at all handsome; but hor 
oountouanoe and Lor manner.s aro both 
doHcribed as being vory pleasing. Her 
tasto in dress must be wretched, if one 
can judge from a toilet in which she ro 
cent ly appeai'i'd, and which consisted of 
a mauve silk dress, ri [link lionnet trimm- 
(ul with Tiolels, and an Indian shawl. 



JEIow a Floridiun Punished his 
Son's Disobedience. 



A strange murder is reported from tho 
vioiuity of Bulow'a Creek, bolow St. Au- 
gustine. A mnn named Cochrane had 
lived near the creek for the past three 
years. He had a wife and two sons, of 
Hi and 18 years old. Tho family had 
planted a few orange trees, and raised 
Quotigh sweet potatoes, shot enough gaiuo 
and caught enough fish to keep themalivo. 
Ono day tlio oldest lioy killed a buck, 
skinned it, and placed "the hide upon tho 
feuoa to dry. His dog tore the pelt from 
tho fence, and the boy was picking it up 
when flio fathor apnroachod him. Tho 
old man was in ill-humor. He j)erempt- 
orily ordered his son to shoot tho dog. 
The boy demurred. He said that ho own- 
ed both tho dog and the hide, and if tho 
former tore tho pelt, no one was injured 
but himself. It was a hard thing to gat a 
good deer-hound, and he didn't intend to 
kill this ono without a hotter oxcuso. 
Harsh words followed. In his rago, the 
old man rushed into tho house and roap- 
pea.'cd with a loaded riflo. 

"Now, you can take your choice," ho 
shouted. "You've got to shoot the dog,ox 
I'll shoot yon." 

Tho son refused tekill the dog, and the 
old man raised tho riflo and fired. The 
haj drop[)ed to the ground, shot through 
tha abdomen. His blood welled over the 
deer bide. Ho lived about o quarter of an 
hour. His brother bewailed his fate so 
loudly that the old man threatened to pot 
an ond to him. But the brother was too 
quick for hiin. He ran to the house and 
secured the powder-flask anij bullet pouch 
saving his own lifo and preventing a 
double raui'doj'. Cochrane acted as though 
he had been moved by a seusa of duty. 
Ho procured a eolhu, dug a grave, hired a 
okrgyman. and invited the neighbors to 
the funeral. Tbe body was buried, and 
the old man shed tears over his resting 
place. He appeared to bo a sincere mourn- 
er. To a settlor, who askod him if ho was 
not sorry for what had happened, ho said, 
"I reckon I bnint. I gotshut of the boy 
becauso ho didn't do just as I told him; 
and I'll get shut gf tbo other one if ho 
don 't mind just what I say to him." Tha 
crime was so atrocious that the authori- 
tfes wero compelled to notice it. A war- 
rant was issued, and tho Sheriff of St. 
John's County set out to serve it. When 
the bereaved father heard of it, ho took 
an affaotlonato leave of his wife and re- 
maining son, and, rifle in hand, sloped 
for Okechobee. The Sheriff took his 
track, and has sacoaeded in arresting 
him, — Florida Corr.

Tho London "Builder" thinks that tho 
time will soon come when thoipiestion of 
the extreme limit to which cities con be 
extended will bo solved. London has 

now an estimated population of 3,400,000, 
and tlie (pii>stlon siig;-;es!ed liy the "Buil- 
der" arisosfrom the estimalii that 000,000, 
OIK) cubic ((^et of carbonic acid gas aro ei- 
l)iiate<l in ];ondonovory twenty fonrhoura 
by human boings ulono, and that 1-1,000 
tons of coal are daily consumed there, a 
groat portion of wbioh is cast into tho ad- 
n]os()lioro in the partially voliitized form 
of HUioko. But, forluna'tidy for the dwol- 
ItMB in Loiulou, and unfortunately for tho 
theories of croakers, there aro miles of 
fresh air above the city constantly roplno- 
ing the vitiated atmosphere, Tho regis- 
tration of births and deaths in England is 
so thorou!,dily made that the estimation 
of pnpuliitiriii based therson very nearly 
agrees with tbo actual count from the ('cii - 
BUS returns, and siicli registration has as 
yot givoii no sign of any ineroased ratio 
of deaths fdl lowing the growth (if Lou- 
don. In tills connection tho fact may be 
noted thai London contains as much po- 
pulation as tho Boventcon next principal 
citioa of Groat Britain and Ireland, and 
that, nooordiiu? to the latest estimatON.the 
population is incrousiiig in a larger ratio 
than that of the other cities. 



A LuNAXia Attempts to Shoot a 
PitiNCH. — Aboiit4 o'clock yesterdM- after- 
noon, as Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar 
wah »bout to leave his bouse, in Portland 
Place, to attend tko levee at St. -James' 
Palace, and just as he had stepped on tho 
pavement to enter his carriage, he was 
shot at by a man who had alighted from a 
cab that was standing on the o2)posite 
side ©1 the street. Th« Prince was not 
aware of tho man's presence till ho heard 
tho explosion; nor, indeed, does it ap- 
pear that nny one actually saw the shot 
tired, or ])erooived that tho man carried a 
pistol. Pursuing the Prince back into 
the house, tho man forced his way nearly 
to the staircase before lie found himself 
stopped froui further intrusion. Tho ser- 
vants, who probably had not heard the 
soumi of a pistol-shot, did not think of 
detaining him; he was allowed to re-enter 
tho cab, in which was a littlo child, and 
the vehiole drove off withoat even the 
nnmber having been taken by the bewil- 
dered domoatios. Tho intruder is describ- 
ed as apparently a foreigner, of dark com- 
plexion, and so violent in his demeanour 
as to justify tho belief tliiit he is a mad- 
mau. Ho was attired in lovoo dress, with 
some fontastic additions, and with a hat 
as woQld not in ordioary oiroumstances 
he worn by a person going to Court. On 
tho arrival of Princo Edward at the St.
